The planning meeting held May 25 was 
very well attended by the Amateur commu- 
nity. This is due in large part by the hard 
work of several people in getting a mailing 
out to amateur operators. If you zip code is 
one that could reside in Washington County 
then you should have received the letter.

The quick summary of the May 25 meet- 
ing is that the commissioners decided that 
the ordinance as last voted on would not be 
acceptable and would need some additional 
revisions.

Mount McKinley 
Update

As I write this Eric LeMoine, KB7TSN, is 
at 17,000 feet Mount McKinley. 

Eric is a third grade teacher at Barnes 
Elementary School here in Washington 
County. I spoke with him at 9PM tonight 
(May 26) and the winds were gusting up to 
35 MPH and the temperature was 5 degrees 
F. [have had a contact every night at 9PM 
on 20 meters. 

Since May 10 Dave Aucsmith, N7VKC, 
and I have been going into the classroom 
each Monday, Wednesday, and Friday and 
letting the kids talk with Eric. Eric carried 
with him a 2 meter HT and lots of batteries. 
He also took a telescoping antenna. He 
makes contact with one of many hams in 
Anchorage or surrounding towns and they 
patch the two meter signal through to 20 
meters. The quality varies, and sometimes 
we need a relay, but so far we haven't 
missed a single contact. 

For the last two days Eric and his two 
climbing companions have been at 17,000 
feet waiting out a storm. They have two 
days of food left at this altitude and then 
they must head down the mountain, to their 
lower camp at 12,000 feet and then on toa 
glacier at 7,000 for a plane trip to Anchorage 
and then on home. If the weather clears in 
the next two days they should reach the top 
3000 feet above them. 

The Amateur Operators in Alaska have 
been fantastic to work with in this project. 
Also listening is Dave, WA2JEI, in San Di- 
ego. Dave is a good friend of Eric’s. An- 
other local station is Dan, KEOQUR. Dan isa 
good friend of Eric’s and also Eric’s brother.

There is a list of Canadian 
callsigns. The QRZ! Ham Radio CDROM is 
the best collection of Ham Radio information 
available anywhere, and is a tremendous 
bargain.

[recently added a CD ROM drive to my 
PC and purchased this disc as my first CD. 
There is a lot of software on it and you can 
spend a lot of time investigating the contents. 
This disk is available from Walnut Creek 
CDROM, (510) 674-0873. The cost is $24.95. 
They have several other CD ROMs available. 

One of the things I found interesting 
about Walnut Creek CDROM is that Iam 
able to connect to them through the Internet. 
This is similar to a dialup through a modem, 
but with orders of magnitude faster access. 
In fact the connection gives a very good 
impression of being a set of disks attached to 
your computer. 

It is possible to examine the index files for 
several CD ROM discs and transfer several 
hundred kilobyte files in just a few seconds. 
T examined the contents of several CD ROM 
discs, selected 3 that I wanted, and then sent 
an order via electronic mail. They shipped 
the disks and I had them in less than a week. 
Truly high tech shopping!
